was made by Gifford Pinehot, dopes* J 
chief forester. 
His subject was “ The 
Conservation 
Program m e” 
a d 
he 
said, in part: 
lake nearly every gr< it reform con­ 
servation first passed through a period 
of agitation and general approval. Dur­ 
ing this period it met with little oppo 
aition, for as yet it interfered with no 
man’s private profit. 
From the be­ 
ginning of the world the preaching of 
righteously ss in general 
terms has 
been contemplated with entire equa­ 
nimity by the men who rise in vio­ 
lent 
protest 
the moment their own 
particular privilege, graft or advan­ 
tage, conies practically into question. 
I hat protest marks the second phase 
of the reform. 
W ithin the last two years conserva­ 
tion has passed out of the realms of 
an 
unimpeachable general 
principle 
into that of a practical fighting at- | 
tempt to got things done. 
It has be­ 
gun to step on the toes of the bene­ 
ficiaries and tho prospective beneficia­ 
ries of unjust privilege and the result­ 
ing opposition, considering the quar­ 
ters whence it comes, is one of the 
best of proofs that conservation is a 
live movement for the general good. 


Special Interests Fight Idea. 


W ilt n the conservation movement 
began to tell it developed without de­ 
lay that the one great obstacle to 
practical progress lay in the political 
power of the special interests. 
Every 
effort to conserve any natural resource 
for the general welfare was met by 
the legislative agents of the men who 
wanted to exploit it for their private 
profit. 
The efforts to g it things done 
in conservation taught us clearly, un­ 
mistakably and with little delay that 
so long as the political domination ol 
the great business interests endures 
their corrupt control of legislation will 
carry with it the monopolistic control 
of the natural resources also. 
This ii 
what we face today in the effort to 
apply conservation. 
The fundamental principles of con­ 
servation are few and simple. 
One of 
the first is this— that, the natural re­ 
sources and natural advantages belon 
to all the people and should be de­ 
veloped, protected and perpetuated di­ 
rectly for the benefit of all the people, 
and not m ainly for the profit of a few. 
Another 
is 
that 
the 
natural 
re 
sources 
still .owned by the 
people 
which are necessaries of life, like coal 
and water power, should remain in 
public ownership and should be dis­ 
posed of only under lease for limited 
periods and with fair compensation to 
the public for the rights granted. 


As to Our Waters. 


F irs t— Every stream should be made 
useful for every purpose in which it 
can be made to serve the public. 
The 
preparation of a broad plan is needed 
without delay for the development of 
our waterways for navigation, domes­ 
tic 
supply, 
irrigation, drainage 
and 
power. 
Second— Eve ry power site in state 
or federal control should be held sc 
and should be disposed of only under 
lease for a limited time and with fair 
compensation to the public. 
Third— In the development of our 
waterways 
the 
co-operation 
of 
the 
states with the nation is essential fox 
the general welfare. 


As to Our Forests. 


Firs t— All forests necessary for the 
public welfare should be in the public 
ownership, such as the national for­ 
ests already in existence, the proposed 
Appalachian and W h ite Mountain na­ 
tional forests and the state forests of 
New York, 
Pennsylvania, Wisconsin 
and other states. 
Second— The protection of forests 
against fire is the first duty in forestry 
of states and nation alike. 
The way 
to stop fires is to get men to them as 
soon as they begin. 
The maintenance 
and extension of forest fire patrol by 
the nation, the states and their sub­ 
divisions, and by associations or pri­ 
vate citizens who own tim ber lands, it? 
absolutely necessary. 
Third— The 
protection 
of existing 
forests by wise use is the first step 
in forestry. 
Reforestation is the sec­ 
ond. 
Fourth— Land bearing forests should 
be taxed annually on the land value 
alone and the tim ber crop should be 
taxed when it is cut, so that private 
forestry may be encouraged. 
Fifth — The private ownership of for­ 
est land is a public trust and the peo­ 
ple have both the right and the duty 
to regulate the use of such lands in 
the general interest. 


As to Our Lands. 


First— Eve ry acre of land should be 
put to whatever use will make it most 
useful to all the people. 
Second— The fundamental object of 
our land policy should be the making 


and maintenance of permanent, pros­ 
perous homes. 
Land monopoly and 
excessive holdings must not be toler­ 
ated. 
Third— Settlem ent must be encour­ 
aged by every legitimate means on all 
land that will support homes. 
Thus 
the tillable land in public ownership 
within and without the national for­ 
ests should be disposed of in fee sim­ 
ple to actual homemakers, but not to 
speculators. 
Fourth— The first and most needy 
thing to do for our cultivated lands is 
to preserve their fertility by prevent­ 
ing erosion. 
Fifth — The nonirrigable arid public 
grazing lands should be administered 
by the government in the int rest of 
the small stockmen and 
the home­ 
maker until they can 
pass directly 
I intl) the hands of actual settlers. 
Sixth— Rights to the surface of the 
public land should be separated front 
: rights to the forests upon it and the 
minerals beneath it and each should he 
I held subject to separate disposal. The 
I tim ber and stone act should be re­ 
pealed. 
As to Our Minerals. 


First— Those still remaining in gov­ 
ernment ownership should not be sold, 
but should be leased upon terms fa- 
I vorahle for their development up to 
the full requirements of our people. 
Until legislation to this effect can be 
enacted 
temporary 
withdrawals 
of 
land containing coal, oil, gas and phos­ 
phate rock are required in order to 
prevent speculation and monopoly. 
Second— It is the clear duty of the 
federal government, as well as that of 
the states In their sphere, to provide, 
through investigation, legislation and 
, regulation, against loss of 
life and 
I waste of mineral resources in mining. 
I The recent creation of a national bu- 
i roan of mines makes a real advance 
! In the right direction. 


Regarding National Efficiency. 


First— The maintenance of national 
and 
state conservation commissions 
Is necessary to ascertain and make 
public tho facts as to our natural re­ 
sources. 
Such 
commissions 
supply 
the fundamental basis for co-ape ration 
between the nation and the states for 
the development and protection of the 
foundation of our prosperity. 
Second- A national health service 
Is needed to act in co-operation with 
sim ilar agencies within the states for 
the purpose of lengthening life, de­ 
creasing suffering and 
promoting a 
vigor and efficiency of our people. 
These are not all 
the things for 
which conservation stands, but they 
are some of the more Important. 


Hiding Eehind States’ Rights. 


In the effort to conserve our natural 
resources we recognize that combina­ 
tions against the public welfare which 
extend beyond state lines can he met 
effectively only by agencies equally 
capable 
of 
operating 
across 
such 
boundaries. 
It is clear that the con­ 
trol of interstate commercial power is 
possible only by the use of interstate1 
federal power. 
W e are opposed to the 
extension of state jurisdiction at the 
expense of real control by the people 
over monopoly as in the case of water 
power. 
W hile I do not believe that the 
state alone can carry out the conser­ 
vation programme in the face of in­ 
terstate attacks upon' it I do not fail 
to recognize the great and useful part 
which the states must play in this 
great movement 
for the 
permanent 
welfare of all our people. 
Also I ap­ 
preciate now, as I have always done, 
that In much of the work ahead co­ 
operation between the states and the 
nation is an essential condition of suc­ 
cess. 
But when I see the special In­ 
terests attempting to take refuge be­ 
hind the' doctrine of states’ rights I 
propose 
k out and say so.

The final hours were a turmoil from 
start to finish, with vigorous speeches ! 
from a small but lung-powerful coterie j 
of states’ rights men from W ashing­ 
ton. 
Idaho and 
Montana, tinder the j 
leadership of E. W . Ross, land com­ 
missioner of Washington and a stanch 
upholder of 
Governor 
Hay 
anti of 
Richard Achilles Ballinger. 
Th* 
federal control policy was so 
firmly intrenched in power that no 
amendments were offered and no mi­ 
nority report was submitted to the re­ 
port of the resolutions committee led 
by former Governor George C. Pardee 
of California. 
This report, giving the* 
platform of principles which will go 
out to the public as the belief of the 
national organization of conservation­ 
ists— the report which more than any­ 
thing else represents the purpose of 
the second National Conservation con­ 
gress in coming together from every 
nook and cranny of the country— was 
adopted without opposition. 
This was 
something of a surprise. 
Judge Frank 
H. Short had declared that he would 
be on the* floor of the convention with 
a wallop in both hands when the reso­ 
lutions report was handed down. 


Lively Time Anticipated. 


Mr. Pardee had shaken his fist at 
the California judge and representa­ 
tive 
of 
Governor 
Gillett, 
and 
an­ 
nounced that he would lie on hand 
with two wallops in each hand; that 
he wasn’t in the way of being “ bluffed” I 
by any man from his own state.

mously offertd to Gifford Pinehot by 
the committee. 
He declined on the 
ground that the Interests of harmony 
would be better served with him not 
in that office. 
The committee then 
named Henry W allace of Des Moines 
for the place. 
Henry W allace, member of Roose­ 
velt’s 
country 
life 
commission 
and 
farm journal 
editor, will 
head the 
third National Conservation congress 
Thomas R. Shipp, executive secretary 
of this meeting, will continue in the 
place. 
Jam es C. Olpe, assistant score 
tary of the National Conservation as­ 
sociation. was made recording secre­ 
tary of the next congress. 
D. A. Lat- 
shaw of Kansas City became treas­ 
urer. 
The nomination of Mr. W allace was 
made by Captain J. B W hite, chair­ 
man of the executive committee 
The 
second was by Gifford Pinehot, who 
paid a tribute both to the nominee 
and to Captain W hite 
Then the men 
were voted through. 
Mr. W allace was given the gavel by 
Bernard N. Baker, president of the 
congress just 
closed, and 
assumed 
charge of the session. 
In his address 
of acceptance he declared 
that 
he 
would be a national president; that 
the W est had peculiar problems to 
solve to which the help of the con­ 
gress should 
be given; 
that 
there 
would be no factions, if he could help 
it. and no politics. 
This taboo on poli­ 
tics w ar vigorously applauded. 
Ju st before the close of the con- 
rress the stat* s were called in order 
and named their representatives to be 
vice presidents of the congress next 
year. 
These vice ’>re id< nts will form 
a body whi"b will take the place of 
the board of directors provided for at 
the first National Conservation con­ 
gress in Seattle. 
The congress adjourned for the year 
without further demonstration. 


Chicago. 
Sept. 9.— Colonel 
Roose­ 
velt’s plans to delay any public greet­ 
ing on his arrival in Chicago until he 
made his appearance at an informal 
reception of the Hamilton club went 
much amias, when the special train 
bearing his party reached the W ells 
street 
station. 
Although 
the 
chil) 
committee had been asked not to ar­ 
range a reception at the depot, and 
stress had liven laid upon the fact 
that the reception 
was to be held 
later, 
a 
crowd 
numbering 
several 
thousand flocked around the train, fill 
ing the 
street 
and 
cheered 
lustily 
when the former president made his 
appearance. 
Colonel Roosevelt’s objection to the 
presence of the Illinois senator, W ill­ 
iam Ixjrimer, at the Hamilton club 
banquet had caused a tremendous in 
terest and scores hurried to the rail­ 
road 
station 
after 
reading 
the 
an­ 
nouncement in newspaper extras. 
These 
men 
called 
loudly 
for 
a 
speech, but Colonel Roosevelt hurried 
to a 
waiting automobile. 
Here he 
stopped long enough to tell the crowd 
how glad he was to return to this city, 
and what a great time he had been 
having on the trip 
Then the automo­ 
bile, preceded by a police automobile 
bearing Chief of Rolice Steward and 
a special police guard, hurried to a 
hotel. 
At the hotel he was the guest of 
honor at an elaborate banquet given 
by the members of the Hamilton club 
of Chicago. 
He was greeted by an as­ 
semblage of 1,100 diners, among whom 
were several United States senators, 
governors of states and other notables. 
Hundreds of people who had been un­ 
able to obtain seats at the banquet 
tnronged the corridors of the hotel and 
the balcony of 
the 
gold 
room, 
in 
which Colonel Roosevelt spoke, wait­ 
ing for a chance to hear or see the for 
mer president. 
Following 
the 
banquet 
Colonel 
Roosevelt was escorted to a large re­ 
ception in the Elizabethan room of the 
Congress, which had been transformed 
into a representation of an African 
jungle 
Colonel Roosevelt was frankly 
pleased with the decorative innovation.

F o r such par 
poses as these ii 
has an advantage 
over asbestos in the m atter of price 
and also of weight 
It can la* made into bricks or slabs 
bv the addition of a sm all quantity of 
lime or clay, and these bricks can be 
raised to a white heat without show­ 
ing any signs of fusion.

POTATO CROP VERY SMALL 
GRAIN AND PROVISION PRICES 


Will Be About Thirty-five Per Cent of 


Normal Yield. 


Moorhead, Minn., Sept. 9.— The enor­ 
mous yield of potatoes, usually market­ 
ed from the big potato belt in Clay 
county, will bt* greatly reduced this 
year, and revised figures to date say 
that hardly more than 35 per cent of 
a normal crop can be expected, and 
this means that the output will be 
faany hundred cars less. 
A representative of a combination 
of Eastern dealers put the total yield 
of the county at 50 i>er cent of a nor­ 
mal crop, but he had only used the 
fields of the biggest of the growers as 
a basis for his estimate.

ire eight in number, and. though it is 
true that, unlike Rukenzor. they carr J 
,o permanent snow, tile highest peak 
Is over 14.OCXI feet in height. 
These 
roleanoes are particularly interesting 
rn account of their comparative new­ 
ness. 
Running through the middle of 
Africa there is a trench many hundred 
miles long. in which lie tin* great lakes 
Albert, Albert Edward, Kivu and T an­ 
ganyika. 
Not very many thousands of years 
ago the volcanoes, generally called 
Mfumbiro. burst up through the mid­ 
dle of this trench and made a dam 
across it. with tin* result that some of 
tin* water which formerly flowed into 
[.ake Albert Edward and so into the 
Vile was cut off arni a lake was form­ 
ed behind the dam. 
As times went on 
the waters in the luke which is now 
•allod Kivu rose higher and higher 
until, not being able to How ovei ti" 
burrier of the volcanoes, they formed 
the Ilusisi liver, which runs tin* other 
way into Tanganyika, about a hundred 
miles distant. 
Of the eight volcanoes 
only two show- signs of activity at the 
present time in the form of thin wisps 
of steam which may occasionally be 
seen. but a vast plain of lava, with a 
wide black stream curling through its 
midst, showed where a 
formidable 
eruption had taken place only two or 
i ll roe years before our visit. 
There 
are hot springs scattered here and 
there, and we felt slight shocks of 
earthquakes once or twice, so it is not 
safe to say that tho Mfumbiro volca­ 
noes are extinct.

One of the many thiugs that strike 
the tourist as curious ut Penang is tho 
type of baths with which the hotels 
are provided. 
Penang is in the Straits 
Settlements, a British crown colony in 
the Malay peninsula, deriving its name 
from the straits of Malacca, which 
form the great trade route between 
India and L’hina. 
From each of the 
first class moms opens a dark, cement 
paved, 
damp 
smelling 
little 
room 
which serves as the bath. 
In it is an 
immense jar of porous brown earth­ 
enware about five feet high, uearly 
three feet in diameter in the middle 
aud lint one and a half feet iii diame­ 
ter at tin* top. 
It stands huge aim 
graceful of outline, but dark and unin­ 
viting. and is full to the brim with wa­ 
ter. not. however, to get into. 
Near 
it are a supply of soft soup and a long 
handled quart dipper. The proper pro­ 
cedure is to soap the body well, then 
throw several dippers of w ater over 
It. repeating the process until satis­ 
fied. There is water enough to keep it 
up for an hour or so. and there is a 
huge crasli towel as large us a sheet 
to wrap up in when the bath is over.—

The government otlices in Whitehall 
are supposed to use “red tape” pretty 
freely, but the supply in London is 
nothing to what it is in India. 
Let 
us outline briefly the true history of 
Babu Tara Chand. late of the subordi­ 
nate branch of the Indian civil serv­ 
ice. 
The story is true. 
Babu Tara Chand was a deputy sub­ 
assistant clerk in the cuteherry of a 
deputy collector in the Swankibagh 
district of southern Bengal. 
The in­ 
land postage rate in 
India at that 
period was three [lies. or about I 
farthing, for letters weighing one tola. 
One fine day when the officials had 
concluded the annual or biennial over­ 
haul of the books of the cutcberfy it 
was 
discovered 
that 
by 
some 
un 
heard of turpitude one stamp of the 
value of three pies (1 farthing) had 
! been 
unaccounted 
for. 
The 
stamp 


J could be clearly traced to the desk 
aud control of Babu Tara Cluiml. 
Thence it bad disappeared. 
Babu Tara Chand was not sum m a­ 
rily dismissed; neither was he made 
the target of a criminal prosecution. In­ 
stead he received a lengthy letter on 
blue foolscap palter, pointing out in 
1 detail how certain property of ber 
most gracious majesty the queen em ­ 
press—to wit. one Indian postage stamp 
: of the value of three ides—had been 
| committed to his care on a certain 
! date and that up to the date of writ- 
J ing no adequate explanation had been 
: forthcoming of said postage stamp. 
The communication fell upon the 
luckless Tara Chand like a bolt from 
the blue. 
It left but three courses 
open to him - viz: 
(a) Resign from tile service. 
(b) Explain the disappearance of tho 
farthing postage stamp in a manner 
deemed satisfactory by the auditor. 
(c) Recoup the farthing. 
Of these three courses it will be 
obvious to any person with the shal­ 
lowest knowledge of the Bengali char 
acter that the third one (el was from 
the outset beyond the pale of con 
sideration. 
The first (ai was also too 
terrible 
to 
contemplate. 
Therefore 
Babu Tara Chand sat down and com­ 
posed a letter which was a masterpiece 
in its way and in winch he requested 
to be relieved from routine service for 
a period of four weeks to enable hint 
to make such a search among the rec* 
urds of the department, etc., as might 
enable him to trace tile missing stamp. 
This reasonable request was readily 
granted. 
Four weeks later Babu Tara Chand i 
applied for a further term of two 
weeks wherein to draw up a report 
upon the results of bis investigations 
in pursuit of the errant postage stamp. 
This, having passed through the eight­ 
een or nineteen different hands neces­ 
sary f°r such an application, was in 
turn duly granted, and at the end of 
the fortnight Tara Chand submitted a 
report of 216 foolscap pages, explain­ 
ing that, despite the most diligent cf 
forts and inquiries on ins part, he had 
been unable to secure the slightest 
clew to the cause of the deficiency. 
When the department of audits and 
accounts had fully digested this docu­ 
ment and presented a report of the 
same in otiieial precis to the auditor 
general the auditor general through 
tin* secretary of the assistant auditor 
general of the presidency of Bengal 
notified Babu Tara Chand that it was 
not wholly satisfactory and that tile 
circumstances bearing upon the loss of 
the stamp would have to be definitely 
explained and proved or tile deficit ol 
three pies would have to be made good 
Babu Tara Chand stuck to his guns 
and wrote again. 
lit* wrote many 
times. 
As often as he wrote his ex 
planatioiis the auditor general wrote 
signifying hi* official dissatisfaction 
with the same. 
Eventually, one tine day about nine 
months subsequent to tin* discovery id 
the loss aud some two years sn list* 
qlieut to its alleged perpetration, tin* 
auditor general—bis interest in 
the 
matter of a farthing postage stamp lie 
lug overwhelmed in a frontier war 
budget—sent 
an ultimatum to Tara 
Chand. The loss of the postage stamp 
would hip vt* tu -Ut! definitely explained* 


or irs value, the sum of three pies, lie 
duly refunded to the treasurer of the. 
SwunkJgabh district. 
Then Babu Tara Chand became pus- 
sessed of an inspiration which even 
to this day is pointed to with pride 
and complacency by even the most cir­ 
cumlocutory of the red tape depart­ 
ments within the purview of tile gov­ 
ernment of India 
Balm Tara Chand wrote to the amli 
tor general as follows: 


S ir - I n reply to your memo, of 7th Insi. 
I tmve til** lienor to state terrible confla­ 
gration of my cook holist* on uth inst., 
hopelessly annihilating itll documents in 
th-s case of lost postage stam p of three 
pies, property of her most gracious m a j­ 
esty the queen empress. 
Therefore by 
grace of God and under regulation tiara 
13,46'J, section cxxxi, of departm ental reg­ 
ulations. volume *7 (Henga!). I request you 
forward 
for 
m> 
information 
complete 
copies of entire tile of correspondence Iii 
this case, so that I can report again upon 
stunt* to your satisfaction 
I have Die 
honor to be. sir. your most obedient hum ­ 
ble servant. 
TAKA CHAND 
Deputy Subassistant Clerk to the Deputy 
Collector, Swankibagh 
Tilt* auditor general never replied. 
Tara Chand had won his fuse.—Lon­ 
don Tit-Bits.

Tills 
enables him to set his jaw firmly, put 
the whole weight of his head on the 
bit and successfully resist anything 
short of one horsepower at the ut lier 
end of the reins. 
This is the reason 
why when run away wit it one should 
never try to recover control by steady 
pulling, but should always use short. 
sharp pulls with intervals of complete 
relaxation between them. 
Although it is always advisable to 
driven new* horse, temporarily at least, 
with the hit to which he bas been ac­ 
customed. provided that he goes satis­ 
factorily in it. it is never safe to as­ 
sume that it is tin* host possible one 
for him. 
This assumption, which is 
general, is responsible for much trou­ 
ble that might be obviated. 
It is sur 
prising to note how complete and rad­ 
ical a change of bit may be made, not 
only with impunity, but with advan­ 
tage. if only the change bo in the right 
direction.—Outing Magazine.
